XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 
No. 37.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for April, May, and June, 1919. 


A pril.—Over the greater part of the State the April rainfall was heavily above the average, 
but the great bulk of the rain was recorded in connection with a single storm, which developed over 
the interior of the State on the 16th and, rapidly extending if& influence to all areas Southwards 
of Condon, lasted until the 19th. 

Its greatest activity was displayed over the Coolgardie Goldfields and Eastern and Southern 
portions of the agricultural areas. In most instances the excesses ranged from one to three inches, and 
in a few cases were even greater than the latter amount. At Merredin it reached 3-58 inches and 
at Hopetoun, on the South Coast, 4-78 inches. 

On the West and South-West Coasts the main storm was lighter, but the totals were augmented 
by fair to moderate gaugings in connection with frequent coastal showers, and substantial excesses 
were, therefore, recorded except in isolated instances. 

The Murchison, Gascoyne, and Ashburton country received very little benefit from the storm 
of the 16th-19th, and experienced a very dry month, but the remainder of the North-West division 
was affected. Excesses were met with between Port Hedland and Derby, the coastal places of 
the East Kimberley registering good falls in connection with several smart thunder-showers, Over 
the remainder of the Kimberley only a scattered shower or two was recorded. 
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_May.—Over the goldfields similar conditions prevailed for the greater part of the month, but 
during the first week a disturbance affected the interior of the State, but more especially the Mur- 
chison and South Coolgardie Fields, where slight excesses were recorded over considerable areas. 

Showers were frequent on the South-East Coast, and over-average results were consequently 

met with. The Kimberley division was also visited by an isolated shower or two, and although 
the gaugings were very light, they exceeded, in two instances, the averages for the month. 
The outstanding features of the May rainfall map were the continued total absence of rain 
in the North-West, where drought conditions had lasted since the end of February, 1919, and the 
serious shortage over the West Gascoyne and agricultural districts. On the South-West Coast 
the de‘iciencies were, on the whole, greater, ranging from one to three and a-hali inches, as against 
one to two inches inland, but useful showers fell during the opening days and again on the 24th, 
which extended to the Wheat Belt only in a light and scattered fashion. The totals over the 
Eastern districts were for the most part less than half an inch, and although somewhat heavier in 
other inland localities, the month’s gaugings throughout the agricultural country were amongst the 
lowest ever recorded for May. ; 

__ June.—The rainfall for the month of June was exceptional inasmuch as only one rainstorm 
of importance visited the State. This disturbance, which was due to the passage of two depressions 
in close succession, set in on the West and South-West coasts on the 6th, and gradually became 
general. It did not finally clear away until the 9th. The total gaugings for the four days ranged 
from an inch at stations in the Hast of the Agricultural country, to four inches at certain localities 
on the South-West coast, and in the Gascoyne. Lighter falls penetrated to the Murchison and 
Coolgardie Goldfields and parts of the North-West. Amongst many notable registrations for single 
twenty-four (24) hour periods, were 3-21 inches at Fremantle Signal Station, and 3:42 inches at 
Fremantle Oval on the 6th. In both instances, the figures represented record values for a single 
day. 

Following upon the Eastward passage of this complex system, a reversion to high pressure 
control took place, and persisted until the end of the month. 

Depressions frequently approached our shores, generally appearing as slight “ dips”? on the 
North-West coast, following, subsequently, a seaward track, and eventually coming in on the Leeuwin. 
Coastal rain and scattered inland showers would ensue, but the totals recorded in connection with 
the storm of the 6th to the 9th were not materially added to so far as the wheat growing localities 
were concerned. 

In consequence a comparison with average values revealed decided deficiencies in most instances. 
The only important exceptions occurred.in the lower half of the West Gascoyne, and the extreme 
North of the Wheat Belt (the Northampton and Mullewa districts). The most serious defects 
were noted in the Moora and Avon Valley country, where the month’s registrations were between 
one and a-half and two and a-half inches below the average, only about half the normal amount 
of rain having fallen. On the South-West coast, larger deficiencies were met with, but the shortage 
did not, in most cases, exceed 25 per cent. of the average. 

The far Eastern Agricultural areas fared relatively better. This was due to the fact that the 
rainfall during the period 6th to 9th was fairly evenly distributed throughout the wheat belt, instead 
of falling off rapidly towards its Eastern edge, as is usually the case. In consequence, the smaller 
averages appertaining to stations in those districts were more closely approached, and, in one or 
two instances, slightly exceeded. 

Over the greater part of the Tropics and Goldfields, the rainfall was insignificant, but at a few 
places on the Southern Fields, and at Roebourne, small excesses were met with.
